We are in complete sympathy with at least one of the 
chamber of Commerce's goals. 

That is the establishing of a truck routes around the 
city. We first took this fight up last season as we 
watched truck after truck come roaring through town 
at speeds of 40-miles-an-hour and up. 

Sitting nght here at the end of Main St. we had a 
pretty əd view of them barelling off the State Rd 
80. It was frightening. 


This season, we must admit, doesn't seem to be as 
bad. After our editorials last year we saw local police 
starting to pull over more and more trucks. The sugar 
industry. we fell, cracked down on their own, telling 
them to cut their speed. And they nave. 

‘Trucks are going down Main St. a lot slower than 
they did last year as a result. But they are still going 
down Main St 


And that is where the rub is, They shouldn't be there 
at all. They are a safety hazard no matter how slow 
they go. 

Because of the way parking is situated on Main St. 
cars must back out onto the street from almost 
nywhere they park. Most of the time drivers’ vision 
is blocked by other cars 

‘Trucks just aren't as agile as cars. They can't dodge 
out of the way as quickly as cars. And when they do 
dodge, they don't have much room to dodge as smaller 
cars. 

‘The amount of foot traffic along Main St. is another 
good reason for keeping trucks away. It is more 
difficult for a truck, no matter what speed it is going, 
to miss a child who has darted across traffic. 

Yes, trucks are a vital part of our economy. The 
current truck strike proves that. But any town of any 
size has à special гоё truckers must follow around 
the outskirts of that town. > 

Is is time Belle Glade did the same. 


Clear As Mud 


If ever the crying need for a city administrator in 
South Bay was illustrated, it was at. the regular city 
commission meeting Monday night 

Following a discussion. on the city's new sewage 
disposal system, about the only thing that was firmly 
settled is that no one knows for sure what is 
happening...or if they do, they're not talking. 
Although City Clerk Virginia Walker has sent out 
notices to city residents they have 90 days to -hook up 
to the new sewage lines, none of the commissioners, 
mor the city attorney, could say who accepted the 
system, if anyone has, or who has the authority to 
accept it 
Still with us? 
City consulting engineers Robert E. Owen & 
Associates of West palm Beach advised the system is 
essentially complete and should he accepted. 

They, and independant consultant John Stewart, 
were the ones who advised Mrs. Walker, accoring to 
her. to send out the notices. 

*On'the other hand, Ed Balmer, the man expected to 
run the treatment plant, said it isn't complete enough 
to operate according to state specifications. 

Since he's licensed to operate such plants, he should 
know what he's talking about, but then, one would 
also expect the city's engineers to know what they're 
talking about 

So if all these people; the commissioners, the 
attorney, the engineers, the city clerk and apparently 
everyone concerned, seemed so confused, it was no 
wonder the city residents making up the audience were 
confused. 
1f the people accountable for running the city don't 
know what the situation is, how can they possibly 
expect the city's population to know what is going on 
To quote the calypso singer, it was clear as mud but 
"t covered*the ground and the confusion made the 
head go ‘round 

We've said it before and we'll say it again. South Bay 
needs some kind of city administrator. It's grown to 
the point the present system simply isn't working, 
much less operatng efficiently. 

Mrs. Walker, as city clerk, does a good job.as far as 
we can see. We're not criticizing her efforts. 

But South Bay needs both a city clerk and a city 
administrator. The combined job is too much to 
resonably expect any one person to accomplish 

A city manager, if he or she were given the proper 
authority and responsibility, would also have made 
unnecessary former Mayor John Deaton's resignation 
One person, with the authority to act as 
administrator and responsible to the commission, 
would have made the whole argument about whether 
each commissioner should discuss all his or her 
department's problems with the other commissioners 
meaningless. 

And one person, able to bring all the strings together. 
could present the commission with a package it could 
understand and act on without the necessity of 
understanding all the technical desgils.
